A battle Is Imminent at Monastir, 
where the garrison has endeavored to 
make term*- for its surrender, but im­ 
posed conditions which the Servian 
crown prince was unable to grant.

’n the article^ of incorporation it Is 
stated th a t th e firm bs organized for 
the purpose of constructing and op­ 
erating w harves in Douglas county, 
Wisconsin, for the storing and tran s­ 
fer of property between th e wharves 
and vessels. 
The Incorporators are Louis Han- 
itch, Clarence J. H artley and L. J. 
Hunt. 
The N orthern Pacific has prepared 
plans for its ore shipping plant at 
the East E nd which provide for ihe 
construction of three steel and con­ 
crete dooks. 
One of these will be 
erected this wanter a t a cost approx­ 
im ating $1,000,000. 
To build the dock and approach at 
least 500 men will have to be em­ 
ployed th rough oir the winter. 
T ak­ 
er in connection with the extension 
to the Soo Line dock, and tup* im­ 
provements to be made by the G reat 
N orthern a t Allouez, th is m eans th a t 
there will be few idle w orkers in Su­ 
perior this winter,

John L. Sundean, 
of Minneapolis, 
Speaks to M. W. A. Members on 
Their Insurance Rates 


John L. Sundean, of Minneapolis, 
spoke to the Modern Woodmen of 
A m erica members a t the citizens 
S tate Bank hall last night, covering 
the question of fraternal life insur­ 
ance rates. 
A. L. Hoffman presided. 
Mr. S un­ 
dean sang a few songs in his rube 
costume brought along for the oc­ 
casion and then left this feature of 
th e evening's entertainm ent and de­ 
voted himself to the serious side of 
his business. 
“ The m embers of tne 
Modern Woodmen of America in this 
state favor rem aining in the society 
and continuing their fight against 
the imposition of the proposed high 
rates. 
Failing in effecting any re­ 
forms in the rate question w ith the 
paren t body, we favor a law being 
passed in Minnesota allow ing us to 
form a M innesota society. 
Such an 
organization would ta k e in men and 
women. 
We have 65,000 Woodmen 
in Minnesota and I guarantee you 
with the new organization we would 
raise our mem bership to 
100,000 
w ithin a year.” 
Mr. Sundean expressed himself in 
favor of a society in w hich th e mem­ 
bers actually controlled the organiz­ 
ation. 
In M innesota 12 assessments 
at the present rate yielded 50 cents 
surplus to $1 paid for death claims. 
M innesota is the healthiest state in 
th e union. 
U nder th e 
new 
high 
rates proposed by the Modern Wood­ 
men, said Mr. Sundean, $2.50 su r­ 
plus would be collected for every $ I 
death benefit. 
The m embers of M in­ 
nesota objected to having so much 
money raised in M innesota beyond 
their state needs and having it sent 
out of the com monwealth. 
In the course of his address Mr. 
Sundean paid a high trib u te to A. L. 
Hoffman of Brainerd, and E. P. Ba­ 
con of Pillager who had rem ained 
true to the members and th e ir in­ 
structions in spite of inducem ents 
held out to them. 
About 150 members heard Mr. Sun- 
dean’s address and the g ath erin g in­ 
cluded m any farm ers who had spec­ 
ially made the trip to B rainerd to 
be a t the meeting.

At the time when winter cabbage 
will be harvested this fait it will prob­ 
ably be worth to the grower from $5 
to ?7.50 per ton. 
This has been the 
case for several seasons past. 
It is 
certainly not advisable for a grower to 
harvest his crop and sell it at these 
figures when he might rem em ber that 
in each one of the two or three sea­ 
sons just pii «t the price has gone from 
the figures just quoted to as high as 
$50 or $60 per ton during the late win­ 
ter. 
Cabbage is v er y easily stored when 
one has ve ry ordinary storage condi­ 
tions, and the shrinkage is so small 
that a grower will benefit in nearly 
every case by storing his crop. 
The 
ordinary way of storing is to pull the 
stalks up and place them In the cellar 
with leaves and roots on. 
Sometimes 
the grower will cut the heads off, take 
off nearly all of the outer leaves and 
wrap each head in paper. 
A bettor method is followed by a 
great many of our n arket gardener 
They cut the head from the stalk Jill 
as though preparing it for market, re 
move moat of the outer leaves, b 
leave two or three of the rough ones 
for protection to the 
more tender 
parts. 
Secure the ordinary cabbage 
crates and pack as for shipment. Hail 
those packed crates into the storagi 
cellar and rack them up, leaving gang 
ways between every three or four 
tiers. 
This allows for a little circuia 
tkm of air. 
The storage house may be a base 
m ent under a tooihouse or other build 
leg or one may build an ordinary root 
cellar in a hillside. 
It should b< 
place that It not too dry and in which 
the tem perature can be kept quite con­ 
stant. 
This tem perature 
should be 
held around 40 or 45 degrees. 
This i 
easily done in the early part of the 
storing 
by opening the doors

Later on In the season the 
storage cellar will have to be kept 
closed all tho time in order to pre­ 
vent freezing. 
"When the time comes 
to sell the cabbage the crates are sirn 
ply taken out of the storage cellar, 
loaded onto a sled or wagon aud hauled 
to the car or to the market. 
It Is b e n to grade the cabbage some­ 
w hat in packing it into the crates at 
the time of harvesting, as the general 
m arket 
prefers 
heads 
which 
run 
about ^evi-n or eight pounds in weight. 
lf one had part of a* crop which ran 
larger than this it would be wise to 
pack the large heads into part of the 
crates and the small ones In others. 
Uniformity will go a great way in regu­ 
lating the price obtained on the m ar­ 
ket. 
It would be advisable to attem pt 
this storage only with the winter va­ 
rieties. 
Among the best varieties for 
this purpose are the Danish Bullhead 
and tho Holland varieties.

tangular arca between Adrlanople and 
the Black sea. the Ergene valley and 
the frontier east of the Tunja. is so 
difficult that there is not a single trunk 
road through it in any direction, al­ 
though at least half a dozen branch 
lines meet at the im portant town of 
Kirk Kilise (the town of forty church­ 
es!, recently taken by Bulgarians. 
Tile Vardar plays a similar part be­

The parallel Struma valley works

NEARING LEDGE 


S h a f t of the Mine Near Oreland Now 
Down About 124 Feet and Ledge 
Expected Soon 


LARGEST 
SHAFT 
ON 
RANGE 


Contract Let for Erecting Large Re­ 
inforced Concrete Stack for 
the Power House 


The Adams mine is situated in sec­ 
tion 30, tow nship 46. range 28, in the 
im m ediate vicinity of Oreland. The 
shaft is down about 124 feet and it 
is confidently expected that the m at­ 
ter of reaching ledge is only the ques­ 
tion of a few days. 
This shaft is one of the largest 
cem ent shafts on the C'uyuna range. 
Various difficulties 
have 
been 
en ­ 
countered 
in 
sinking. 
It become 
wedged early in the season and two 
carloads of pig iron were secured and 
piled on the shaft to force it down. 
it didn t budge. 
Expert “ air m en” as those skilled 
in working under compressed condi­ 
tions are called, were secured from 
N ew York and they worked at the 
sh aft, but she did not go much deep­ 


er. 
Later, a new expedient w as adop­ 
ted. 
Large hydraulic 
jacas 
were 
placed against the old section and a 
n ew shoe put in and cement. 
By 
pressure from the jacks the new' sec­ 
tion is being forced down and in this 
m anner the few feet to ledge are be­ 
in g slowly traversed. 
As soon as the sh aft is completed 
on the Adams property, it is said the 
Foundation ( ’o. of New 
York 
w ill 
start sink in g the (’row W ing M ining 
Co. shaft. 
Contracts have been let for the 
erection of a brick power house and 
for the stack which is to be of rein­ 
forced concrete*. 
This mine will be 
on e of the best equipped on the en ­ 
tire Cuyuna range..Fifty to sixty men 
are employed at the mine at present. 
W hen the Adams mine gets to sh ip ­ 
ping, as it w ill do next year, the tow n 
o f Oreland w ill grow up as rapidly as 
C uyuna did about the Kennedy mine. 
T he Adams shaft is 12 by J."* feet in 
th e clear and the concrete is to be 
sunk to a depth of 124 feet to the 
ledge. 
From there the shaft will be 
sunk another IOO feet before drift­ 
in g is begun.
